Treasury warmly in the matter of the 
equivalent grants. He argues that a 
system which spends £3 Os. 1d. on an 
English child and £4 17s. 1d. on an Irish 
child cannot be said to work out unfairly 
to this country. Three members of the 
Committee—Mr. Headlam, Mr. Martin, 
and the Reverend W. G. Strahan—feel 
“very strongly ” that it is quite legitimate 
to record their opinions “ that co-ordina- 
tion of the various educational authorities 
under a Minister responsible to Parliament 
is desirable,’’ 

The managerial system, the absence of 
local control, the lack of co-ordination— 
how far are all of these, or any one of 
them, responsible for the essential defect 
in our primary system? That defect .is 
acknowledged frankly by the Committee. 
It lies in the system’s complete failure 
to enlist the sympathy and interest of the 
Irish people. The Committee laments the 
‘regrettable indifference and apathy on 
the part of the public towards educational 
matters.” Reports and information re- 
garding them receive little notice. Good 
work is not praised or bad work resented. 
“The educational mind and conscience of 
the country need developing.” The 
shortage of schools in crowded centres, the 
bad state of many existing schools, and the 
low average of school attendance are among 
the material results of: the prevailing 
apathy ; the intellectual and moral results 
are, perhaps, even more injurious. How 


nation is to bear that staggering burden 
successfully, two things are necessary. Jn 
the first place, the country’s productive 
facilities must be increased, and, in the 
second place, the most stringent economy 
must be observed not only in national ex- 
penditure, but in the personal expenditure 
of every individual member of the com- 
munity. There must be no departure 
from the habits of self-denial and 
thrift which were formed during the 
war. We are glad to learn that 
the National War Savings Committee 
is formulating a plan for placing the 40,000 
Savings Associations which it. controls on 
a permanent peace footing. These Asso- 
ciations have been of inestimable value 
during the past three years. It was 
announced last night that until the 1st 
inst. the number of War Savings Certi- 
ficates sold was 300,000,000, a total which 
represents the investment of £232,500,000. 
During the years 1916 and 1917 158,805,447 
certificates were sold. Last year the num- 
ber was 142,352,201. There can be no doubt 
that the sales were very largely stimulated 
by the work of the Savings Clubs or Asso- 
ciations. These organisations, of which 
there are about 400 in Ireland, are con- 
ducted on democratic lines. They manage 
their own affairs, and fheir books are 
annually subject to audit. A large number 
of the clubs carry out their operations by 
the sale of coupons which enable a wage-

them. We can discuss the matter—as it 
is being discussed in Belfast—without any 


attacks on the managerial system, but not 


without frank recognition of the fact that 
men and women will take no interest in 
enterprises for which they do not pay and 
over which they have no control. Mr. Head- 
lam’s statement cannot be contradicted— 
“The real reason why. the funds for Irish 
education are insufficient is that there has 
not been sufficient interest in education in 
Ireland to compel her Parliamentary re- 
presentatives to take powers to raise a rate 
for educational purposes.” We find the 
true remedy for most of our educational 
deficiencies in Mr. Martin’s proposal of a 
new partnership between the State and 
local authorities suitably constituted, with 
power to levy a rate for the provision of 
new schools and for other educational pur- 
poses. As soon as the people are responsible 
for the schools they will begin to concern 
themselves with the administration of the 
whole system and with the quality of the 
teaching. When a Committee is appointed 
te deal honestly and thoroughly with this 
question we shall have begun to tackle the 
real problem of primary education. The 
teachers’ salaries—though an important 
detail—are only a detail. 


The Channel Tunnel. 


The British and French Governments 
are in agreement on the principle of a 
Channel Tunnel, and it only remains 
for the Commission in Paris ‘to arrange 
ways and means for its immediate con- 
struction. This Commission is engaged 
on the various problems of communica- 
tion all over the world. Besides the

The Primary Committee con- 
fined its task to consideration of the 
teachers salaries and conditions of ser- 
vice. Its findings have given satisfaction 
to the public and—what is still more im- 
portant—to the teachers themselves. The 
latter were well represented on the Com- 
mittee; but we think that, even in their 
absence, the report would not have been 
less favourable to their claims. The 
teachers’ case for better salaries, better 
facilities for promotion, and better 
prospects of self-improvement was over- 
whelming. The Committee has met it very 
fairly and sympathetically. It recom- 
mends unanimously that the financial posi- 
tion of every trained teacher shall be im- 
proved by the adoption of a system of 


payment which is based, first, on a normal 


scale, with annual increments ; secondly, 
on a scale of higher increments for the 
best teachers; and, thirdly, on capitatjon 
fees. The normal scale for men would begin 
at £100, rising to £200, and for women at 
£90, rising to £170. This plan abolishes 
the very inequitable grading system. The 
Committee recommends that only women 
shall be employed as trained teachers in 
small schools. The ultimate cost of these 
financial reforms is estimated by Mr. 
Maurice Headlam at not less than £900,000 
a year. 

The Committee limited itself, as we have 
said, to the claims of the teachers. By 
that decision, no doubt, it averted a 
hundred additional sittings, and, perhaps, 


saved itself from the fate of finding no 
end, “in wandering mazes lost.’’

During the next few years it is hoped that 
a start will be made in Transatlantic 
flight. It is quite conceivable that a 
regular air service will be “flown” from 
somewhere in the West of Ireland to the 
United States. America is to be brought 
within easy reach of Europe, and the west 
coast of Ireland will be the first port of 
call for trans-oceanic airmen. The advan- 
tages of a tunnel from Ireland to England 
would be immense. The bond thus formed 
between the two countriés would be much 
stronger than the bond of Union, and 
trade and commerce would be. greatly 
stimulated. If the American air service 
becomes a permanency, traflic between 
England and Ireland is bound to increase. 
There seems to be no reason why the West 
of Ireland should not be used as the ter- 
minus not only of the air service, but also of 
the steamship service. The journey from 
New York to London would be made shorter, 
even under existing conditions, while an 
Anglo-Irish tunnel would shorten it still 
more. It is necessary to bring America as 
close to Europe as possible. Anglo- 
American trade is going to be the most 
important trade in the world, and the 
possibility of saving a few hours between 
London and New York should not be over- 
looked. Were Ireland to be used as a link 
in the chain, it would mean a great deal 
to our country. We have a unique geo- 
graphical position ; with regard to America 
and Great Britain we occupy a position 
similar to that of Belgium with regard to 
Great Britain and Germany. The pros- 
pects of an Irish Antwerp are certainly 
inviting; they should not be hopeless. 
Enterprise is essential to Irish commercial 
and industrial prosperity. We, too, must 
forget our insularity, and begin to think

The report of the .Viceregal Committee 
of Inquiry into Primary Education has 
now been presented to Parliament; but 
its criticisms and recommendations will 
have no novelty for the Irish public. They 
appeared in the Press before the report 
had been submitted to the Lord Lieutenant 
or even had been signed by the Com- 
mittee’s chairman.

whelming. The Committee has met it very 
fairly and sympathetically. It recom- 
mends unanimously that the financial posi- 
tion of every trained teacher shall be im- 
proved by the adoption of a system of 
payment which is based, first, on a normal 
scale, with annual increments ; secondly, 
on a scale of higher increments for the 
best teachers; and, thirdly, on capitatjon 
fees. The normal scale for men would begin 
at £100, rising to £200, and for women at 
£90, rising to £170. This plan abolishes 
the very inequitable grading system. The 
Committee recommends that only women 
shall be employed as trained teachers in 
small schools. The ultimate cost of these 
financial reforms is estimated by Mr. 
Maurice Headlam at not less than £900,000 
a year. 

~The Committee limited itself, as we have 
said, to the claims of the teachers. By 
that decision, no doubt, it averted a 
hundred additional sittings, and, perhaps, 
saved itself from the fate of finding no 
end, “in wandering mazes lost.’’ The 
result is, however, that the report merely 
whets cur curiosity, It presents the 
spectacle of a number of gentlemen 
stepping as delicately as Agag round the 
corners of the really important—and, 
therefore, Mighly controversial—aspects of

Finally, it ignores the great issue of co- 
ordination between the primary, secondary, 
and technical departments in Ireland. 
The “resérvations’’ which complain’ of 
these omissions form the most stimulating 
part of the report. Messrs. Martin, 
Goligher, Haslett, and Headlam think 
that the managerial system ‘was “ a fit sub- 
ject for inquiry,’’ and regret that the 
Committee did not deal with it. Mr. 
Martin makes a long and strong reserva- 
tion on the Committee's recommendation 
of a local rate for the maintenance and 
repair of national schools, and on its hope 
that this arrangement will meet the situa- 
tion in Belfast. Mr. Headlam defends the 
Treasury warmly in the matter of the 
equivalent grants. He argues that a 
system which spends £3 Os. 1d. on an 
English child and £4 17s. 1d. on an Irish 
child cannot be said to work out unfairly 
to this country. Three members of the 
Committee—Mr. Headlam, Mr. Martin, 
and the Reverend W. G. Strahan—feel 
“very strongly ” that it is quite legitimate 
to record their opinions “ that co-ordina- 
tion of the various educational] authorities 
under a Minister responsible to Parliament 
is desirable.’’ 

The managerial system, the absence of 
local control, the lack of co-ordination— 
how far are al] of these, or any one of 
them, responsible for the essential defect 
in our primary system? That defect is 
acknowledged frankly by the Committee. 
It lies in the system’s complete failure 
to enlist the sympathy and interest of the 
Irish people. The Committee laments the 
“regrettable indifference and apathy on 
the part of the public towards educational 
matters.” Reports and information re- 
garding them receive little notice. Good 
work is not praised or bad work resented. 
“The educational mind and conscience of 
the country need developing.” The 
shortage of schools in crowded centres, the 
bad state of many existing schools, and the 
low average of school attendance are among 
the material results of: the prevailing 
apathy ; the intellectual and moral results 
are, perhaps, even more injurious. How 
can we remedy these evils? A _ strictly 
limited rate for the heating and cleaning 
of schools certainly would not remedy 
them. We can discuss the matter—as it 
is being discussed in Belfast—without any 
attacks on the managerial system, but not 
without frank recognition of the fact that 
men and women will take no interest in 
enterprises for which they do not pay and 
over which they have no control. Mr. Head- 
lam’s statement cannot be contradicted— 
“The real reason why. the funds for Irish 
education are insufficient is that there has 
not been sufficient interest in education in 
Ireland to compel her Parliamentary re- 
presentatives to take powers to raise a rate 
for educational purposes.” We find the 
true remedy for most of our educational 
deficiencies in Mr. Martin’s proposal of a 
new partnership between the State and 
local authorities suitably constituted, with 
power to levy a rate for the provision of 
new schoels and for other educational pur- 
poses. As soon as the people are responsible 
for the schools they will begin to concern 
themselves with the administration of the 
whole system and with the quality of the 
teaching. When a Committee is appointed 
te deal honestly and thoroughly with this 
question we shall have begun to tackle the 
real problem of primary education. The 
teachers’ salaries—though an important 
detail—are only a detail. 


The Channel Tunnel. 


The British and French Governments 
are in agreement on the principle of a 
Channel Tunnel, and it only remains 
for the Commission in Paris “to arrange 
ways and means for its immediate con- 
struction. . This Commission is engaged 
on the various problems of communica- 
tion all over the world. Besides the 
Channel Tunnel scheme there are also 
schemes for building tunnels under the 
Bosphorus and the Straits of Gibraltar, 
thus connecting Europe with Africa and 
Asia. The war has taught us that we are 
no longer an insular Power ; Great Britain 
is definitely Continental, A tunnel under 
the English Channel, apart from its 
commercial and military advantages, will 
tend to perpetuate the friendship between 
England and France. The terrors of the 
Dover-Calais route will disappear, and a

trip will no 
longer be looked upon as “going 
abroad ”; Paris will be almost as 


accessible as Manchester. Tunnels under 
the Channel, the Bosphorus, and the 
Straits of Gibraltar open up unlimited 
possibilities, and the day may not be 
so very far distant when a train journey 
may be made from Aberdeen to Bombay. 
If from Aberdeen, why not from Galway? 
During the next few years it is hoped that 
a start will be made in Transatlantic 
flight. It is quite conceivable that a 
regular air service will be “flown ” from 
somewhere in the West of Ireland to the 


within easy reach of Europe, and the west 
coast of Ireland will be the first port of 


call for trans-oceanic airmen. The advan- 
tages of a tunnel from Ireland to England , 
would be immense. The bond thus formed 
between the two countriés would be much 


stronger than the bond of Union, and | 


trade and commerce would .be. greatly 
stimulated. If the American air service 
becomes a permanency, traffic between 
England and Ireland is bound to increase. 
There seems to be no reason why the West 
of Ireland should not be used as the ter- 
minus not only of the air service, but also of 
the steamship service. The journey from 
New York to London would be made shorter, 
even under existing conditions, while an 
Anglo-Irish tunnel would shorten it still 
more. It is necessary to bring America as 
close to Europe as. possible. Anglo- 
American trade is going to be the most 
important trade in the world, and the 
possibility of saving a few hours between 
London and New York should not be over- 
looked. Were Ireland to be used as a link 
in the chain, it would mean a great deal 
to our country. We have a unique geo- 
graphical position ; with regard to America 
and Great Britain we occupy a position 
similar to that of Belgium with regard to 
Great Britain and Germany. The pros- 
pects of an Irish Antwerp are certainly 
inviting; they should not be hopeless. 
Enterprise is essential to Irish commercial 
and industrial prosperity. We, too, must 
forget, our insularity, and begin to think 
in terms of Europe, if not of the world, 
Business interests throughout the world are 
looking round for new spheres of action, 
Irishmen should press their claim. If 
sufficient public interest can be aroused 
on both sides of the Irish Sea, and inci- 
dentally on both sides of the Atlantic, 
a tunnel between Ireland and Eng- 
land need not remain an unrealised 


dream. . Politically, economically, and 
psychologically it would improve the 
condition of our country. Its con- 


struction would give employment to 
thousands and relieve the economic strain. 
The prospect of an Ireland through which 
millions of pounds worth of goods would 


pass every year would do much to unite | 


‘our people, and increased contact with 
people of other countries would broaden 
ovr national horizon. The difficulties in 
the way of an Anglo-Irish tunnel are, 
doubtless, great; but they are mainly of 
a technical nature. If Irishmen showed | 
themselves anxious to open up the country, 
we have no doubt that such difficulties 
could be overcome, Where there is a will 
there is a way. 


War Savings. 


At the beginning of the current finan- 
cial year the National Debt amounted to 
5,921 millions. Since then the Govern- 
ment has continued to borrow at a rate 
of over £25,000,000 per week. If the 
nation is to bear that staggering burden 
successfully, two things are necessary. , In 
the first place, the country’s productive 
facilities must be increased, and, in the 
second place, the most stringent economy 
must be observed not only in national ex- 
penditure, but in the personal expenditure 
of every individual member of the com- 


munity. There must be no departure 
from the habits of self-denial and 
thrift which were formed during the 


war. We are glad to learn that 
the National War Savings Committee 
is formulating a plan for placing the 40,000 
Savings Associations which it controls on 
a permanent peace footing. These Asso- 
ciations have been of inestimable value 
during the past three years. It was 
announced last night that until the Ist 
inst, the number of War Savings Certi- 
ficates sold was 300,000,000, a total which 
represents the investment of £232,500,000. 
During the years 1916 and 1917 158,803,447 
certificates were sold. Last year the num- 
ber was 142,352,201. There can be no doubt 
that the sales were very largely stimulated 
by the work of the Savings Clubs or Asso- 
ciations. These organisations, of which 
there are about 400 in Ireland, are con- 
ducted on democratic lines. They manage 
their own affairs, and fheir books are 
annually subject to audit. A large number 
of the clubs carry out their operations by 
the sale of coupons which enable a wage- 
earner to invest at the rate of sixpence per 
week. The clubs are deservedly popular. 
They offer a safe, convenient, and profit- 
able method of investment for people of 
small means, and it is to be hoped that 
the effort to make them a permanent in. 
stitution will be successful. The nation 
cannot afford to lose any agency which en- 
courages thrift.

(a) Employed contributers under the National 
Health Insurance scheme. 

(b) Civilian workers of 15 and under 16 years 
of age or over 70 years of age.

PRELIMINARY PEACE 
TREATY. 


Tt is still hoped, says the Press Association s 
Paris correspondent, that the prelimmary 
Peace Treaty with Germany will be ready on 
March 20th ‘An effort is being made to have 
the rough draft ready for President Wilson 
when he arrives on Thursday. If no unforseen 
obstacles materialise, the German peace dele- 
ations ought to be in Paris between March 

rd and 25th. The document will be handed 
to them, and they will probably request to be 
permitted to take it to Germany for considera- 
tion. This request will be granted, and a 
reasonable time allowed for the purpose.

GERMANY’S ARMAMENTS 
DEFINED. 


The naval, military, and air terms to be 
imposed on Germany were practically com- 
pleted on Monday, says the Press Association’s 
Paris correspondent, and were referred to 


tary and one civil representative from each of 
the eight Great Powers. This Sub-Committee 
is expected to report to the Council of Ten on 
Wednesday. 

According to the same correspondent the 
Supreme War Council has laid down definite 
regulations governing the disarmament of Ger- 
many based on Marshal Foch’s report. Ger- 
many will only be permitted to retain an army 
of 100,000 men, recruited voluntarily for 12 
years’ service, with corresponding cadres and 
corresponding material. 

The number of guns, machine-guns, and rifles 
was also definitely decided upon. Germany will 
not be allowed to have tanks. Regarding the 
naval question, she is not to be permitted “te 
have. a war fleet, and may only retain 15,000 
sailors. 

As to aerial matters, freedom is granted to 
her to keep a few machines. Stocks of material 
and munitions in excess of the quantity stipu- 
lated must be destroyed; and war factories may 
no longer work to replace them.

EFFECT OF STRIKES. 


SPEECH BY HERR SCHMIDT. 

A Reuter’s message from Bale, dated Tues- 
day, states:—A report from Weimar states that 
Herr Schmidt, Minister for Food Supplies, in 
reply to a question as to whether Ger- 
many had sufficient food to last until next har- 
vest, said—My answer must be in the negative. 
Any further reduction in the rations, which 
are already so low, will be, impossible. There- 
fore, the shortage can only be met by imports 
from foreign countries. 

aren indicates that the economic 
strt will continue in full force after the 
cenciusion of peace. Nevertheless, the ques- 
tion of food supplies would not be so serious 
if we did not deprive ourselves of the possi- 
bilities of receiving imports from abroad owing 
to unreasonable strikes and other disorders at 
home. We should have been able to obtain 
for our people an appreciable amount of food- 
stuffs if we could have offered in return coal, 
phosphates, and iron. Foreign countries do not 
want our money, which has greatly depreciated 
in value. They want our products. 
_ I cannot take any responsibility for provision- 
ing towns which do not act in a reasonable 
manner. Another strike would mean the ruin 
of the administration of our public economy at 
a time when the regulation of that economy 
ought to be maintained. Measures are under 
consideration with a view to a return to free 
trade; though, at the same time, reserving 
the power to take all necessary measures in 
case atternpts should be made to raise prices. 
We should do all we can to increase produc- 
tion. Our food supply for this year rests, 
therefore, on an extremely precarious basis. The 
only thing to save us ig peaceful economic de- 
velopment on our side, and on the part of our 
adversaries humane comprehension.

COAL COMMISSION. 


ADVANTAGES OF 
‘COLLECTIVE PRODUCTION. 
EE eee 
ABOLITION OF ROYALTIES 


CONSIDERED. 


Mr. Justice Sankey presided again yesterday 
at the sitting of the Coal Mines Commission at 
the House of Lords. 

Documents which had been asked for were 
put in by Mr. Lowes Dickinson, Financia] Ad- 
viser to the Coal Controller. They gave in 
more detail the cost of production, profits, and 
bés gs during the first six months of last , 
and the three months of the year from July to 
September. They showed that in the earlier 
period, on an annual basis, the profits of coal- 
owners were £20,000,000 sterling, after deduci- 
ing royalties, and, in the latter three months, 

,000, The total wages had gone ior 
those respective periods from £144,000,000 
gem, Be £157,000,000. | 

Sir Richard Redmayne, Chief Inspector of 
Mines, and holder of several offices in connec- 
tion with coal production and control, gave evi- 
dence. He said that a reduction in output 
arising from the concession of the miners’ de- 
ma@hds would be serious. There could be no 
doubt that it would be in direct proportion to 
the reduction in hours. He did not believe that 


of the Eight Hours Act were not realised. The 
Act led to a higher state of organisation in 
lowering and raising the men, which probably 
led to no decrease in point of time at work, 
all things considered. He gave 20 per cent. as 
a safe and conservative figure te represent the 
immediate reduction in output which would re- 
sult from the proposed reduetion in working 
hours. He considered that the ultimate reduc- 
tion would be considerably less. As a means to 
mitigate the reduced output he suggested pool- 
ing of privately-owned wagons, improved 
methods of stocking coal, reduction of ab- 
senteeism, conveyance of persons to and from 
their work by mechanical] haulage, utilisation to 
a greater extent of upcast shaft, improvements 
in winding plant, double shifts for hewers and 
a bigger use of mechanical coal cutters. 


COLLECTIVE PRODUCTION. 


Dealing with the effects on the coal-mining 
industry of a system of collective production, 
Sir Richard said that the present system of in- 
dividual ownership of collieries is extravagant 
and wasteful, whether viewed from the pomt 
of view of the coal-mining industry as a whole 
or from the national point of view. It is, I 
think, generally accepted that this is a some- 
what daring statement, but I am prepared to 
stand by it. It conduces to cut-throat competi- 
tion between owners selling coal, and is a pre- 
ventive of the purchase of materials necessary 
for the carrying on of the separate enterprises 
at prices favourable to the coal-owners, ‘Advan- 
tages which would result from collective pro- 
duction would be. enhanced production, 
diminished cost of production, and prevention 
of waste, Those advantages would due to 
the following factors:—(1) Prevention of com- 
petition, leading to better selling prices for ex- 
ported coal being secured. (2) Contrel of 
freight. (3) Economy of administration by 
curtailment of management expenses. (4) Pro- 
vision of capital, allowing of quicker and more 
extensive development of backward mines. 
(5) More advantageous purchase of materials. 
(6) Reduction of colliery consumption. (7) 
More harmonious relations between the work- 
men and the operators, due to steadier work 
and adequate remuneration of workmen, (8) 
Obliteration, to a great extent, of vested in- 
terest and of middlemen. From collective pro- 
duction, added Sir Richard, it was a very small 
step to collective distribution. That would 
hit hard at the middleman, who was a serious 
item in the cost to the consumer. (9) Unifica- 
tion of the best knowledce and skill, leading to 
greater interchange of ideas and comparison cf 
methods. 

THE QUESTION OF ROYALTIES. 

Dealing with royalties the witness said that 
the royalty rent enabled inferior coilieries to 
be worked at the same time as superior col- 
lieries, so that it was a question whether the 
royalty system had proved to be a bless- 
ing in disguise. The immediate result of 
| the abolition of royajty rent would be that 
the money would go into the pockets of the 
colliery owner. Labour would soon assert ite 
claim to a portion of the wi®le, but im the 
first falling market the price would fall uptil 
the margin of profit could be reduced to its 
limit, and the congumer would receive the 
benefit at the cost of the royalty owner. The 
ultimate result would be a reduced eelling 
price and the stoppage of the inferior collieries 


point. The advantages of the State owner- 
ship of royalties would be: (a) More: equitable 
terms could be arranged with the coal owners; 
(b) the obstructive tactics which were occa- 
sionally practised by some royalty owners to 
the prevention of the exploitat of. coal 
“owners would disappear. Sir Richard pointed 
out that it must be borne in Mind that the 
quantities of coal which could be saved by 
improved methods would then be available for 
export, if produced at a cost which would 
render it capable of competing with foreign 
| coal in the open markets. The four points 
that he kept before him were the greatest 
possible production, the least possible cost, the 
greatest possible safety of the workers, and a 
high and increasing standard of life. It was 
a great mistake to suppose that inefficiency 
followed a higher standard of comfort. 

Mr. Smillie—The average death-rate amongst 
children in the United Kingdom is about 
per cent.

Mr. Smillie—Am I right in thinking that you 
believe that coal ought to be a national asset, 
and ought not to be in the hands of private 
individuals to say whether they would leave it 
in the mimes or take it out—that the coal 
ought to be saved for the nation? 

Witness—I agree that coai is one of the 
most important assets to the nation, and I 
think that the ownerships of coal, which at 
present is vested in the hands of many indivi- 
duals who are called royalty owners, might 
probably with advantage be vested in the 
State; but that is not to say that I believe 
that the working of the coal could be vested 
in the State. That is a matter which requires 
a good deal of consideration. It is a big 
question. 

Further questioned, the witness eaid that 
in regard to the carrying of letters, even if they 
were carried at an immediate loss, yet the 
benefits which accrue to every. branch of in- 
dustry and to the individual is such that, it 
might be regarded as part of the working 
expense for the carrying on of every branch 
of industry. 

Mr. Smillie—That is exactly what I say with 
regard to coal. Do you really suppose, Sir 
Richard, that the heavens will fall if the 
miners get fewer hours and more money ? 

Witness—No. 

Mr. Smillie inquired if the witness thought 
that the iron and steel trade would be ruined 
if the miners’ demands were granted. 

Witness—That is a very difficult question, 

Mr. Smillie—It has to be met in the next 
fortnight. 

Mr. Smillie again asked the question. 

The Witness—It seems to me 
the proper way to broach 
ject would be by stages. The indusiry ig 
not at present in a position to suffer a reduc- 
tion.

DUBLIN CORPORATION 
AND IRISH PRISONERS. 


LORD MAYOR AND THE 
GOVERNMENT. | 
ánairiócsiiíioncóiseiin 
QUESTION OF “ REPRISALS.” 


An adjourned meeting of the Dublin Munici- 
pal Council was held yesterday for the purpose 
of receiving from the Lord Mayor the reply of 
the Chief Secretary (who is in London) to the 
deputation from the Council which waited upon 
the Under Secretary at Dublin Castle on Mon- 
day evening relative to the condition of the 
political prisoners now confined in Belfast and 
Mountjoy Prisons. The Council sat in Commit- 
tee for nearly three hours, and then the meet- 
ing became a public meeting of the Council. 

The Lord Mayor presided. 

The Town Clerk read a report of the proceed- 
ings of the Committee, in which reference was 
made to the Corporation deputation’s interview 
with the Under Secretary at Dublin Castle on 
Monday evening. 

The following was the reply forwarded by the 
Under Secretary from the Chief Secretary :'— 
“His Majesty's Government deny that any 

undertaking, verbal or in writing, was given 

that the lawfully convicted prisoners in 

Belfast should be removed to an internment 

camp in ireland or anywhere else. The 

Government cannot entertain any represen- 

tations accompanied by suggestions of 

reprisals.”’ 

“The Committee has heard with amazement 

the statement of the Chief Secretary that no 
‘undertaking was given by the Government 
‘that the Belfast political prisoners should be 
interned would be sympathetically considered,’ 
and repudiates utterly euch a statement, 
and suggests that meetings should be held on 
St. Patrick’s Day outside the various Catholic 
churches throughout Ireland after fast Mass, so 
that the facts may be placed before the 
country, and that a respectful address be at 
once conveyed to the Cardinal and the Arch- 
bishops of Ireland, signed by the Lord Mayor, 
the Town Clerk, and members present, request- 
ing permission for the holding of such meetings 
on St, Patrick's Day. 
_ “The Committee recommentts that the follow- 
ing be appointed a Committee to draft the letter 
to the Cardinal and the Archbishops, namely— 
The Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, the High 
Sheriff, Councillor Sherlock, LL.D.; Alderman 
Thomas Kelly, M.P.; Councillor Foley, and 
Councillor P. T. Daly.

If that promise had been carried eut 
the fresh trouble would not have arisen in 
Belfast. The Government's reply bore no other 
interpretation but that the Lord Mayor and 
Bishop MacRory had made a wrong statement, 
For his part, he believed the statement of the 
Bishop and the Lord Mayor. (Hear, 
hear.) In the interview with the Under-Secre- 
tary the statement was made that if matters 
were not ameliorated at Belfast the people 
would be exasperated, but the word “ reprisals ”’ 
had not been used. It was right that the 
country should know exactly how the matter 
stood. 

Dr. Sherlock said that England was repre- 
sented—and well represented—at ‘the .Paris 
Peace Conference, and so far the claims of Ire- 
land had not been considered by that Confer- 
ence; and to~lay the British Government were 
persecuting Irishmen for striving to secure the 
rights of Ireland—that right of self-determina- 
tion which it was alleged was the object of the 
great war to secure for small nations. The 
answer of the Government to the deputation 
was a piece of insolence which some of them 
were not prepared for. He had examined all 
the documents that had been open to him, and 
he found thet not only had the Lord Mayor 
and the Bishop strictly adhered to the truth 
but that the Government recognised the diffi- 
culty they were in, and wanted to find 
a way out of it. The word “ reprisal ”' 
was not used at the interview, but one or two 
members of the Council who felt some respon- 
sibility thought it necessary to convey to the 
Government some idea of the atmosphere of 
Ireland at the moment on the subject Jer 
discussion. The issue was raised now by the 
Government, and must be faced. Did the Go- 
vernment intend to raise the guestion to the 
level of the conscription issue, to make every 
Nationalist and every liberal-minded Unionist 
join in order to prevent the continuation of 
such government in Ireland?

SALT TRADE. 


The fifteenth annual meeting of the share- 
holders of Cerebos Ltd., was held yesterday at 
the Station Hotel, Newcastle-on-Tyne—Mr. Ww. 
H. Collins, Chairman and Managing Director, 
presidin 

The .. “EALA in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, referred to the loss the 
company had sustained through the death of its 
late Chairman, Sir W. H. Stephenson. 

After commenting upon cértain of the items in 
the balance sheet, the Chairman referred to the 
question of excess profits, and said that he made 
no apology for the company having made a few 
thougand pounds. this year for the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. They had had a record alike in 
sales, output, and profit, and, considering the 
difficult conditions, the shareholders were to be 
congratulated upon the result of the year’s 
wor 

A good deal had been said about profiteering, 
but when he reminded them that the dividend 
was passed during one year of the war, and 
that they only had to pay a few thousand 
pounds excess profit this year, the fourth of the 
war, he did not think they could be accused of 
profiteering. The figures were the natural 
results of the progress of an enterprising busi- 
ness. A great deal had been said in and out of 
Parliament as to the profits in the salt trade, 
but, whilst the price and production of salt had 
not been actually controlled by the Food Con- 
troller, it ash sos á interest the sharéholders to 
know that the Food Controller had virtually 
reguizied everything in connection with galt for 
the last year or more, 

Some time ago all the salt makers in this 
country were called together and a committee 
formed to consider the trade as a whole. The 
chairman wag appointed adviser for the packet 
trade by the Ministry of Food, and supported by 
all other salt manufacturers in the country; and 
the fact that the Ministry of Food had not 
found it necessary to actually control goes to 
show that the salt manufacturers had been 
reasonable, and could not be accused of profiteer- 
ing. 

At the Ministry of Food, in the costings de- 
partment, they possessed some of the most, cap- 
able commercial auditors in the country, with a 
capable man aa secretary of the Salt Section, 
and a brilliant gentleman who had always pre- 
skied over the meetings. The Ministry of Food 
had been so criticised and condemned that lie 
was pleased to make these remarks as to the 
manner in which they had dealt with a most | 
dificult problem. Salt was an article of essen- 
tial food, and it was necessary for the Govern- 
ment to see that the production did not fall off, 
and they also saw that the salt makers did not 
have an extortionate margin of profit, 

The Cerebos Company and the other salt 
manufacturers in this country had rendered 
good service to the Ministry and to the public, 
atid they had all done their utmost to give their 
best service to the trade,and through them the 
public, with the result that, excepting for one 
or two temporary shortages, there had been no 
cause for anxiety as to the actual supply of salt. 

With regard to the future, he had every con- 
fidence in this business and the articles sold, and 
he hoped that he might have as good, if not 
better, figures to present this time next year.

Sale of Mitcheistown Property.—In the  Chan- 
cery Division, before the Master of the Rolle, in a 
Dc! din? actio n by John Ruseell v, Thomas G. 
Skinner and Thomas O Salis: an, Mr. D. B, Sullivan 
(inetructed by Mr. Anthony ‘Carroll), on behalf 
of the defendant O’Sulivan. applied for an order ' 
that the appearance entered on his behalf be; 
ted and that the defence filed on his behalf 
be removed from the file of the court, such appear- 
ance and defence having been entered and filed by 
Skinner without “the authority of his co- 
Mr. O'Sullivan. Counsel said the ‘ 
action had been institeted for specific perfor: : 
mance of an agreement in writing for the sale | 
by the defendants to the plaintiff, for the sum of i 
£1,000. of certain premises known as the brewery 
and yard at Mitcheletown, and for damages for 
breach of contract. The defendants are the 
executors of the late Maurice O'Sullivan. The 
property had been offered for sale by public 
auction, but the biddings had not reached the ! 

Afterwards a private bid was made | 
by the plaintiff, and tiat offer was, 
the auctioneer, with the approval of 
the beneficiar who are all of age, and who 
were prepared to carry ont the sale. Mr. Skinner 
who had been the acting executor, objected to the 
sale on ‘the ground that a higher price could be 
and next day he got an offer of £1,100 
Mr. John Fitzpatrick, on behalf of the 
Newmarket Dairy Company. Counsel opened long 
affidavits in. the matter: and said hia client did net 
desire to be a party to this action, as he had givey 
no authority to Mr. Skinner to join him in the 
defence. Mr. B. toche. with whom was Mr. 
Serjeant Matheson (instructed by Messre. J. G. 
Skinner and Sen), said Mr. Skinner’e action all 
through was directed to secure the best price for 
the progerty. His co-executor had left the whole 
burden of the executorship upon his ehoulders, 
and when the trial toek place his lordship would 
be made aware of the real facts that underlay the 
proceedings. Counsel suggested that the applica- 
tion was not a bona fide one. The Master of the 
Rolls said this was a very unusual motion, and he 
did not think it did very much credit to the 
defendant, Mr. O'Sullivan. The two defendants 
were joint executors, and undoubtedly Mr. 
Skinner was what ‘was known as the acting 
executor Mr. O'Sullivan just lay by, having 
in Mr. Skinner’s judgment and pro- 
fessional ability, and his lordehip thoucht he was 
wise in doing so. Mr. Skinner very properly 
objected to the sale for £1,000 of premises for 
which £1,100 was offered. He refneed to carry 
the sale fo the plaintiff, with the result that 
plaintiff issued a writ and served it on both 
defendants. It was, in his lordship’s opinion. 
natural thing in the world for Mr. 
Skinner to assume he had authority to enter an 
appearance on behalf of his co-executor ag well as 
on his own behalf, bat at the eame time he was 
a little imprudent in not getting specific instrne- 
tions from Mr. O'Sullivan before doing so. Mere 
especially as there would .pmear to have been some 
little frict ion between { im at the time. Under 
all the circumstances, his lordship must come te 
the conclusion. that. a maiter of fact, Mr.

Claim te Funds in Ceurt-—In the Chancery Divi- 
sion Mr, Justice Powell gave judgement in the 
matter of the South Dublin Rural District Council 
v. Mr, Creery Bennett. The matter had come be- 
fore the Court on an application on the part of 
Mr. Bennett for the payment out to him of a 
sum oí £60 old, which had been lodged in CGonrt 
by the South Dublin Rural District Council under 
the Labourers’ Acts. which represented the inte- 
rest of the grant under a fee farm grant, under 
which certain lands at Orumbin, Co. Dublin, were 
held. The amount had been awarded by the ar- 
bitrator and lodged in Court owing to difficulties 
in making title. After hearing the arguments 
Mr. Justice Powell held that the -words “ guryi- 
vors ” in the gift-over, although the language of 
the gift was ambiguous, could not be disregarded 
and that Mr. Bennett, as heir-at-law of Jane 
McOreery, was entitled to the funds of the Court, 
and he. directed that the South Dublin Rural Dis.
